THE DAILY STAFF 

McGill Daily claims to be an undergraduate publication. By 
this is meant that the editorial work and the handling of college 
news is entirely in the hands of members of the student body whose 
experience in such matters is of necessity limited, as is the time 
they are able to spend upon the task. When affairs have reached 
such a pass that two or three men are obliged to spend night after 
night in labour of a rather thankless nature upon the paper with- 
out any prospect of rejief, and find their college studiea and their 
health suffering seriously in consequence, something is plainly 
wrong either with the system they are employing or with the sup- 
port they are supposed to obtain from the rest of the students. 

Make no mistake about it, the cooperation of every man in the 
university is a most vital aid to the success of such a publication 
as the "Daily." The average undergraduate may be content to 
say, "Oh, I haven't any taste for that sort of tWnj^' and leave the 
matter there. It never occurs to him that no staff of men who are 
prevented from spending more than half their time upon the paper 
can possibly attempt to cover the various activities about college 
in a satisfactory fashion, unless their numbers amount to far more 
than are now engaged in work on the "Daily." Especially is this the 
case at McGill, where the lack of residences results in a state of 
separation of the students from each other which renders the col- 
lection of news a difficult matter. Our student, when he placidly 
leaves the production of the college wholly in the hands of those 
who have volunteered for the work, is really working against it.

RALEIGH'S CONNECTION 

, WITH IRELAND. 

The days when Walter Raleigh and, 
no doubt, maajr small companions, of 
which he would be the leader, were 
making great adventure for them- 
selves on the beach of Budlcigh- 
Salterton,- or tn the rolling country 
behind the old farmhouse at Hayes 
were great days for the gentlemen of 
Devon and Cornwall. They were the 
^spacious dayj" of • <uccn RWiibeih. 
the days of high adventure und fab- 



he had received a grant of 40,000 acres 
of the forfeited land of the Desmonds 
on the Blackwater, and Youghal seems 
to have gone with the estate. Anyway, 
Raleigh was its mayor, and, what with 
administering his office and looking 
after his lands, he found, for a time, 
some outlet for that astonishing energy 
which characterized his whole career. 

The house at Youghal — It is still 
there — was, as Hugh de Selincourt 
points out in hia book on Raleigh,

was so wonderful but it could be crcd 
ited, and when the sailors returning 
from the Spanish Main with strange 
merchandise were always sure of a 
crowd of listeners at the Inn or on 
the quayside. And, as tale begets 
tale, when those who had just re- 
turned had finished, then, maybe, 
would some ancient mariner who had 
sailed with Jacques Cartier of St. 
Malo, tell his Btory, the story of tho 
voyage up the river of Canada to 
Saguway, of the town or Ilocheloga; 
of .Aeouhauna, the lord and king of 
the country, "wearing a skin of red 
hedgehogs in place of a crown"; of 
rubles and pearls bartered for iron 
and toys, and #t how their captain, 
"noting the people's misery read to 
them, in a proud, clear voice, tho first 
chapter of St. John's Gospel." 

And so it would go on; and young 
Raleigh, with ears open and éyôs 
agog would be listening to it all, im- 
bibing that pasnioii iov high adven- 
ture and great enterprise which made 
him, in after years, one cf tho most 
remarkable figures in a remarkable 
time. Much ha* been written about 
him and much more might ho written. 
Like all great men, he had many facets 
to his character. Raleigh the soldier, 
brave but ruthless after the manner 
of his times; Raleigh tho sailor, the 
organizer of great enterprises; Ral- 
eigh, the courtier, living in outrageous 
splendor at Durham Rouse, but work- 
ing sixteen hours a day, reading om- 
nlvorously, Interesting himself in the 
most diverse subjects; Raleigh the 
colonizer, the gold seeker, and Raleigh 
a prisoner in the Tower, looking out 
through his deep embrasured window 
on the Bhlpplng of the Thames, and 
writing his "History of the World." 

It is all wonderfuly full of matter, 
strangely varied matter, for Raleigh's 
career was nothing if not one of con- 
trasts. There were seasons of tre- 
mendous adventure and action, every 
moment filled to the uttermost. And 
then there were seasons of repose 
and leisure, wonderful, long summer 
days an'i evenings spent in his gar- 
den at Youghal in • Ireland, or at 
Sherborne In Dorset, planting trees 
and flowers, and engaging with furi- 
ous energy— at Youghal at any rate— 



lelgh-Saltcrton where he was born. I 
Long and low, with rooms lined with 
small panels of Irish oak, there is 1 
something curiously dignified about jij 
all. "A large dining-room is on the' 
ground floor," writes Mr, de Selin- 
court, "from which runs a subter- 
ranean passage connecting the house 
with the old tower of St. Mary's 
Church. In one of the kitchens the 
ancient wide-arched fireplace remains. 
Sir Walter Raleigh's stuliy had fine 
dark wainscot, deep, projecting win- 
dows, and a richly carved oak mantel- 
piece, which rose to the full height 
of the celling. The cornice rested, 
upon three figures — of Faith. Hope 
and Charity, and the rest of the strue-1 
ture was covered with dexterous j 
carving, circular-headed panels and, 
strangely wrought emblematical de- 1 
'•Ices. His bedroom adjoined the' 
study; in it, too, was a carved mantel- 
piece of cak, and in the fireplace 
Dutch tiles, four inches square Be- 1 
hind tho wainscoting 0 f this room 
was a recess, in which a part of the 
old monkish library was hidden at 
the time of the Reformation. Here' 
Raleigh worked, taking notes, perhaps,: 
for the great history which he was 
to write later; here ho read Peter 
Comestor's 'Historla Scolastlca'; and 
a black-letter book, printed at Mantua 
In 1740. which tells of the events of 1 
tho world from tho Creation to the 
days of the Twelve Apostles. It <s 
Pleasant to brood upon the change 
from the turbulent court life to the 
quiet of this monastic retreat at 
Youghal. Not only in black-letter 
quartos was he interested, but also in 
the garden. He planted great yellow 
wallflowers and cedars and Affane 
cherry trees." 

And then, when he had had enough 
of Youghal and of study and of 
flowers and potatoes, he one day sad- 
dled his horse, and with a servant or 
two took the road to Limerick, over 
the Galtce Mountains, and, close by 
Bultevant and Doneralle, turned aside 
to visit. Edmund Spenser in his castlo 
of Kilcolman. It was a curioua com, 
panionBhip. Both men were dream- 
ers in their way, but whilst Spenser 
was content with Ms .ireams, more

From among the more striking in- 
cidents in the daily work of the Royal 
Air Force down to the signing of the 
armistice, and some of which hav? al- 
ready been published, the following 
additional ones have been selected: 

By extremely skillful gunnery, the 
officers in a British two-seater shot 
down a German Fokker at unusually 
long range. Driving after it, In order 
to Insure that It should be complct-ly 
destroyed, they entered a thick cloud. 
Suddenly, Tight ahead and only a few 
yards from them, another Germ"** 
machine loomed through the mist. 
Simultaneously, the guns on each ma- 
chine spoke, but not more than ha" 
dozen roun'ds could be fired before the 
planes were amost touching each 
other. Too late the pilots pulled their 
respectée machines aside; as they 
flashed past their wings splintered in 
mid-air. 

The German mtchine was seen to 
fall headlong. The British -machine, 
by reason of a badly damaged right 
wing, became unmanageable. Then 
the English observer, did a very risky 
thing — the only thins that offered a 
chance of saving the machine. He 
climbed out on to the splintered wing, 
and so balanced it that his pilot was 
enabled to bring the machine iown 
safely behind his own lines. 

An English scout pilot flying alone 
over the German Unes was attacked 
by three Fokkers. Evidently, the Ger- 
mans were experienced pilots, f.irtbey 
pressed him hard. The Englishman 
endeavored 1q .separate his opponents, 



his trap, and studiously maintained 
their formation. 

Rolling and spinning, the English 
machine had come within little more 
than 100 feet of earth, when the pilot 
performed a inaueuvre totally unex- 
pected by the Germans. He suddenly 
banked steeply round upon his pur- 
suers. In their endeavor to escape 
collision with the English machine, 
two of the German planes collided 
and crashed to earth. The remaining 
Fokker at once fled, and the English 
pilot brought his machine, though 
badly shot about, safely to his own 
aerodrome. 

The following incidents, which oc 
curred during a single patrol of an 
artillery observation machine,* are 
typical of this less conspicuous, but 
equally important section of R. A. F, 
work. The officers in the machine in 
question began their work by locaiing 
four German batteries in success'oa. 
reporting to their own gunners and 
directing the fire that presently put 
all four batteries out of business. Fly- 
ing further over the hostile area, they 
observed a large concentration

On the Practical Valse of Argnmen- 
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The very interesting debate to. which 
the students of McGill listened on 
Wednesday night has, I think, brought 
home to us all the value of ability in 
argumentation. It is one of the faults 
of our educational system as it now 
stands that while great stress is laid 
upon the formal training in argumen- 
tation supplied by the study of geome 
try, hardly any at all is laid upon the 
practical application of this training, 
Many of us have spent much valuable 
time in attempting to solve the niceties 
of Euclid's reasoning, and heaved a 
sigh of relief as first year Math, be- 
came a thing of the past. Yet, after 
all, the aim of geometry is to perfect 
the reasoning powers that they may 



be prepared to deal with the practical 
problems of everyday life. 

It Is only a few of us who, the study 
of geometry over, pass on to the for- 
mal study of logio, which lays down 
definite laws for correct rearoning. 
Theee laws, which have been derived 
from the great thinkers of Ancient 
Greece, set forth a definite standard 
of truth by which all argument may 
be judged. Yet again, experience in 
argumentation is required to make 
practical use of these laws. 

Actual debating, as we know it in 
our literary societies, generally means 
the preparation or a subject by a few 
students, and the more or less active 
co-operation of the audience. It is 
excellent training for each; the actual 
debaters, both In the study of the sub- 
ject, in presenting their own argu- 
ments, and in rebuttal, gain the most 
excellent of practical training; the 
audience learns to exercise judgment 
on the merit of the argument pre- 
sented. When, as In the debate in 
question, but little time has been 
given for preparation, while some com- 
mand of the facts of the subject la. in- 
evitably lost, there Is a great gain in 
the amount ot use of individual inter- 
pretation added to take the place of 
authorities on the subject. 

I say nothing of the value derived 
by the speakers from practice in pub- 
lic expression— what I wish to era 
phasize is the value of quick, logical 
reasoning. There is no detail ot 
human existence, however petty, 
which does not necessitate the making 
of a decision. What a saving of en 
ergy, what a safeguard to conduct is 
made for him who can see in a moment 
the arguments for and against a pro- 
posal and decide quickly and correctly, 
Too much encouragement cannot be 
given to any practice that will perfect 
this power. 



TO REFORM FOOTBALL. 
Reformation in professional foot- 
ball, whereby the buying nnd selling 
of playere may be eliminated frt n 
the conduct et sport, is forcing its way 
into public notice in the United King- 
dom, at the same time a;; tho playere 
themselves are demanding the aboll- 
Ition of wartime restrictions on wwrea 
and emoluments on the ground that 
football is an entertainment. One 
writer, himself a former director ot 
a professional club, urges that all 
gate-money should be divided between 
clubs, thereby eliminating the neces- 
sity of an organization selling its 
best players In order to pay Its way, 
and that any player wishing to trans- 
fer his services from one club to an- 
other should be compelled to reside 
for a whole season In the town of his 
adopted club and not receive any 
wages during that reason from any 
club at all. 



SPORT TO BE RESUMED. 

Steps are being taken all over 
Great Britain by local athletic com- 
mittees to insure an early resumption 
of games and other forms of sport 
wnen the forces of the Crown are do- 
mpbilized. There will be many 
problems of reconstruction to be faced 
in connection with amateur and pro- 
fessional status, atfd sportsmen are 
inquiring as to whether the close con- 
nection brought about by the war be- 
tween the two branches will be main- 
tained. •
